Seeing ye 
have purfied your souls in obeying 
the truth through the Spirit unto 
unfeigned love of the brethren, see 
that ye love one another with a 
pure heart fervently; Being born 
again, not of corruptible seed, but 
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of incorruptible, by the word of 
God which liveth and abideth for 
ever.”

Well, 
I don’t know whether that is fair to exhorters or not andeI 
hope I don’t slosh around too much in the text, but I have 
been convinced: for some time that during the past twenty- 
five years especially, we have had a feast of Bible interpre- 


tation and a famine of Bible application.

Sam Jones used to say that 
mustard wouldn’t do you any good 
in a can upon the shelf.

One of the 
tragedies of today is that we 
Americans have developed our 
critical faculties at the expense of 
our believing faculties. And we 
come to church prepared to stow 
away everything the preacher says 
in convenient mental pigeon-holes. 
I want us all to get on one level 
tonight and, with the hearts of 
children, think together about the 
things of God. 


I have often said that every 
prophet of God today needs the 
mind of a scholar, the heart of a 
child, and the hide of a rhinoce- 
ros. I think that would be a per- 
fect combination. Now I lay no 
claim to the first, or to the last 
of these, but I do trust that I may 
have, and I certainly want God 
to preserve in me, the heart of a 
child. 


I want to read to you from 
Revelation the second chapter, 
beginning with the first verse. 


I was with Dr. Pettingill and 
other speakers down at the Bap- 
tist Tabernacle at Atlanta three 
weeks ago and Dr. Pettingill calls 
this the second epistle to the Ephe- 
sians, That is a good name for it: 

“Unto the angel of the church 
of Ephesus write; These things

Some weeks ago it was men- 
tioned that Bill Mann had given 
up a fine career as a mechanical 
and production engineer to help 
promote and organize union re- 
vival campaigns for the editor.

(Continued from: Page 1) 
high time to awake out of sleep: 
for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed.” 
Understanding of the Times 

I am especially concerned with 
this word about the children of 
Issachar, that they “had under- 
standing of the times, to know 
what Israel ought to do.” I would 
like for you to underscore in your 
thinking those words, understand- 
ing, to know and to do. 

Now they didn’t just have a 
knowledge of the times. You may 
know a lot about the times and 
not understand them. There is a 
knowledge of the times that is to 
be had from listening to the radio, 
if you dont’ go crazy; reading 
books, magazines and papers. 
There is a knowledge of the times 
to be gained from those sources, 
but it is very unreliable, because 
you get only what those sources 
want you to know. 

Then there is a knowledge of the 
times which our leaders have, But 
it is a proven fact that however 
much they may know about the 
times, they do not understand 
them for they do not see them in 
the light of God’s Word. I have 
been watching experts for the last 
twenty-five years in particular 
and there is one thing I have de- 
cided: I don’t want to be an ex- 
pert. I think ignorance reaches 
its perfection in the average mod- 
ern expert. Somebody has said 
that you could lay all of them in 
a row and they never would reach 
a conclusion. I want you to ob- 
gerve that this understanding 
which the children of Issachar had, 
produced a knowledge. It pro- 
duced a practical knowledge, a 
knowledge of what to do. There 
are plenty of people today who 
know a lot about what is going 
on, but very few understand what 
is going on, and fewer still know 
what to do about what is going 
on. Therefore, we need an under- 
standing of the times that pro- 
duces a knowledge of what to do. 

Anybody with his eyes wide 
open, a Bible in one hand and a 
newspaper in the other, knows to- 
day that we are in the Saturday 
evening of the age. I thoroughly 
agree with that small town news- 
paper editor sometime ago who 
was casting about for a headline 
for that day’s paper. The wires 
were coming in thick, fast and 


bad. Finally, in desperation, he 
gave up. And when the paper 
came out the headlines. read, 


“WORLD IN AN AWFUL MESS.” 
Well, I think that is about as 
good as he could have chosen. It 
is in a mess tonight most assur- 
ediy. You know of the fellow who 
asked the Englishman some time 
ago, “What do you think of civil- 
ization?” He said, “I think it is a 
good idea. Why don’t sonrebody 
start it?” 

I have never sald that civiliza- 
tion was going to the dogs; I still 
have some respect for dogs. But 
my Bible says, “When these things 
begin to come to pass, then look 
up, (thank God, not down) and lift 
up your heads; for your redemp- 
tion draweth nigh.” 

Bible Pictures a Wicked 
World 

I am appalled at the ignorance 
of the average church member to- 
day, his ignorance of God's Word, 
and his ignorance of the times in 
the light of God’s Word. There 
never have been more avenues for 
the giving out of information than 
today, and there never has been 
more ignorance. The average 
ehurch member, for all of his Sun- 
day School organization and train- 
ing, doesn’t know what it is all 
about. He doesn’t know which 
way the wind is blowing, and he 
doesn’t know what the score is. 
You could go down the line today 
and* ask the church members of 
America, if you could get them 
all together; and while they might 
know Samson was the strongest 
man and Solomon was the wisest 
man, if you asked them to give 
an intelligent statement of any 
outstanding doctrine of the Chris- 
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Repeat 
tian faith, they couldn’t do it. 
Most of them are not able to give 
a reason for the hope that is with- 
in them. Oh, one doesn’t expect 
a theological reason, but they can- 
not give even a Scriptural reason. 
And so many people today do not 
know what they believe nor why 
they believe it. 

I am reminded of that fellow 
sometime ago who was asked what 
he believed. He said, “I believe 
what my church believes.” 

They asked him, “What does 
your church believe?” 

“My church believes what I be- 
lieve,” he said. 

And they asked, “Well, what do 
you and the church believe?” 


He said, “We believe alike.” 
Well, you can’t get anywhere 
with a fellow like that. The aver- 
age church member today could 
hear a fundamental sermon in the 
morning and a modernistic ser- 
mon at night and never know the 
difference. But they say, “I didn’t 
have time to go to a seminary.” 
Well, that might bé a good thing 
in some cases if you didn’t. After 
all, all that you need is the Bible 
and prayer and you can find your 
way out of the woods. Any man 
can have an understanding of the 
times to know what he ought to 
do. And this is the reason why 
so many people today buy these 
poisonous religious books that are 
peddled from door to door. They 
don’t know truth from error. And 
there is no reason for such ignor- 
ance because the Word of God is 
a lamp and a light, and we do not 
have to stumble in the dark. 

I had an experience along this 
line at the end of World War 
Number One. You remember, 
some of you, those halcyon days 
after the end of that war when it 
looked as though the battle flags 
were going to be furled in the par- 
liament of man, the federation of 
the world. Those were grand days 
there for a while, Certain preach- 
ers were coming to. the (front, 
adapting the gospel to the modern 
mind. And the trouble with the 
modern mind is that it is not very 
modern and it is not much mind. 
But,a great many of them were 
very busy trying to adapt the gos- 
pel to it. And that stuff sounded 
great to me in those days. I was 
mesmerized with it along with a 
lot of other folk. For awhile I 
went around spraying religious 
dishwater, perfumed with ethical 
lavender, over the sins of an un- 
godly generation and calling it 
preaching.. But by the grace of 
God I was delivered from that de- 
lusion. And only when I got back 
to the Word of God did I find out 
what I ought to do. Now I am 
so glad, of course, that we have 
the Word of God for our final au- 
thority, and I do not mean by that 
that the Bible is a set of proof 
texts for every crank on prophecy 
who goes around guessing at the 
666 and trying to name the Anti- 
christ. But it is full of guide posts 
and not even a wayfaring man, 
though a fool, need err therein. 
And if you will compare whl the 
Bible is saying with what you are 
hearing today, you need not be 
surprised that most people do not 
know what to do. 

For instance, they are telling us 
that we will have world peace, and 
then they are calling for peace- 
time military conscription. Now 
there is a contradiction in there 
somewhere. The Word of God says 
there shall be wars and rumors 
of wars to the end. We are hear- 
ing these days that on the heels of 
this conflict there will come an 
age of prosperity and plenty, 
brought, about economically by 
pulling rabbits out of hats. And 
already we are dreaming of air- 
conditioned homes and miracle 
kitchens. I have been in some 
kitchens that needed a miracle! 
And it is going to be wonderful to 
have helicopters oft roofs and para- 
dise gadgets for everything. But 
God's Word holds no such picture 
for a peaceful post-war world. 

At Founder’s Week Conference 
a couple of years ago John Cowell 
of Decatur, Alabama, gave one of 
the most challenging messages de- 
livered that Year. John Cowell 
told this: “I saw a picture of hogs 
feeding at a trough. Now I can 
imagine more inspiring themes for 
a masterpiece, but anyhow, that is 
what the artist painted, And here 
were these hogs feeding in perfect 
order in front of the trough. Ah, 
you could have laid a yardstick 


They were standing in perfect line.” 
He said, “I looked at that and said, 
‘Well, whoever painted that picture 
never lived on a farm, because 
hogs were never known to feed 
like that. The first one in is the 
last one out; if possible. And it is 
everyone for himself.’” And he 
said, “After the war, they tell us 
that the nations are all going to 
line up at one common feed trough, 
as it were; they are going to line 
up at one common peace table and 
everything is going to be lovely 
from then on.” He said, “It will be 
the same old hog.” And I think he 
is absolutely right, because the hu- 
man race will never be any better, 
than the folks that are in it. The 
Chinese have a proverb: “You can- 
not carve rotten wood.” And you 
cannot carve any better civilization 
than you have out of the stuff 
that you now have. There will have 
to be better people. The times 
will grow worse and worse, and 
however men may say that the hu- 
man race is becoming more broth- 
erly, II Timothy 3, pictures hu- 
manity in the last days in a way 
that looks like anything but a mil- 
lennium to me. The fact of the 
business is, my friends, that there 
have been let loose in this land of 
ours subtle and sinister and Sa- 
tanic forces that are growing 
stronger now every day because 
in this national emergency most 
of us, for fear of saying too much, 
have not been saying enough. And 
now we have it with us, and the 
evil grows greater every day. Any 
Christian who knows his Bible 
knows that men who do not know 
their Bible cannot understand the 
times and cannot know what to do. 


During the last presidential cam- 
paign not one word was said on 
either side by anybody to the ef- 
fect that maybe the greatest prob- 
lem with all of us was that there 
is something fundarnentally wrong 
with us, that our hearts need a 
change. “There is a generation 
that are pure in their own eyes, 
and yet is not washed from their 
filthiness,” says Proverbs 30:12. 
The world will never be any better 
than its people. And the Christian 
who knows his Bible iis not dis- 
turbed over all this chatter about 
internationalism and inter-racial- 
ism. Iam not interested in inter- 
nationalism: I am interested in su- 
per-nationalism. I belong to a holy 
nation. I am not so much inter- 
ested in inter-racialism: I am in- 
terested in super-racialism., [ be- 
long to the sons of God with whom 
there is neither Jew nor Greek, 
bond nor free, male nor female, We 
do not move on the natural; we do 
not move on the contra-natural. If 
we are children of God we move 
on the supernatural. And that is 
what the Word of God wants us to 
see. 


Wicked Human Hearts Are 
What Is Wrong 
Now every Christian today who 
knows his Bible knows that the 
times are out of joint because we 
are out of joint, and our heads and 
our hands have out-run our hearts. 
The problem today is to catch up 
in our hearts to where our heads 
and our hands are. “If ye know 
these things’”—that’s the head, 
“happy are you’’—that’s the heart, 
“if ye do them’’—that’s the hands. 
There is the combination. But 
somewhere our hearts have been 
out-distanced in the race. Every- 
thing is out of joint. The homes 
are out of joint. Marriage is out 
of joint. The young generation is 
out of joint. “There is a genera- 
tion that curseth their father and 
doth not bless their mother.” And 
the greatest trouble with the 
young generation is the old gener- 
ation. My wife and I repeatedly sit 
in hotel dining rooms and say, 
when elderly couples come in, 
“Now surely these must be lovely 
Christian people. We do hope they 
will act like it.” And then they or- 
der a cocktail and she lights up a 
cigarette. 
I tell you, we will never have 
a real revival in America until a 
lot of grandmothers go to the 
mourner’s bench. Our mothers 
wept, they shed tears over our 
cradles as they dedicated us to 
God. But the mothers of today 
shed cigarette ashes, and profan- 
ity takes the place of prayer. And 
there is growing up under our very 
eyes today a generation of what 
somebody has called “warphans”— 
war-orphans, who will grow up to 
plague us the rest of our days un- 
less somehow Jesus Christ is en- 
throned in their hearts. Woman- 
hood has been twisted out of joint.

We met the boys when they came 
home from the other World War 
with street dances instead of pray- 
er meetings. I remember it. And 
we may do the same thing in many 
quarters today. Oh, I would to 
God that before they get back we 
might meet them with a church on 
fire, and send them back to carry 
the gospel where now they carry 
guns! But oh, my friends, the 
church is in poor condition to meet 
such a challenge. She is a house 
divided against herself.- There is 
plenty of trouble in the church at 
The church needs a revival. 
ice, 


gelistic on fire. There is plenty 
of chain logic today, but what we 
need is chain lightning. This world 
has never been moved by chain 
logic. It is moved by red-hot souls, 
not the theological brass hats. It 
has always been moved by people 
with hot hearts, not hot heads, but 
hot hearts, set on fire from above 
Those have moved the world from 
the beginning. 

Campbell Morgan said one time 
at Winona Lake that one of the 
finest things he ever read about 
the church Hugh -Price Hughes 
said when he gave utterance to 
this statement, “The symbol of the 
church is not a cross, but a tongue 
of fire.” There is the symbol of a 
church eloquent, and a church with 
a message today. It has been said: 
“The early church started out as a 
company of lay-witnesses, It has 
become a professional pulpitism, 
financed by lay-spectators.”’ 

I have talked with leaders and 
laymen all over the country. I 
have gathered a lot of information 
and more information, I fear, than 
illumination. And what I am about 
to say is not a case of sour grapes. 
I have never been any happier in 
all my life than I have been in the 
work I am doing. It is my sixth 
year of it, and I am thoroughly 
happy. I am tired in it,-but not 
of it. I am very happy in it. But 
I want to confess to you tonight, 
I am getting mighty spiritually 
hungry to get in a good old-fash- 
ioned, sure-enough revival. I want 
to get in the real thing. Now I 
see some great meetings and I 
hear a lot of fine things today, but 
there is not that deep moving of 
the Spirit such as we used to see. 


Now this is no mere harking 
back to the good old days. I don’t 
mean that at all. But, my friends, 
there is a depth of conviction that 
is lacking today. There is a lot 
that 
brings superficial aisle parades and 
superficial pretentions of following 
Jesus all the way, and they don’t 
get down to business after ali. I 
have a faded old book at home 
about the Welsh revival, I wouldn't 
take anything for that book. You 
can’t get it now. In it is a sermon 
G. Campbell Morgan preached 
when he came back to Westmin- 
ster chapel in London after he had 
visited the Welsh revival. My, my, 
but that preacher was on fire! He 
had been in a fire. And I said, “I 
would like to get into a fire like 
that.”. I need it; you need it; all 
of us preathers need it. If I could 
discover a fire zone like that to- 
day somewhere in the country, I 
would head for it in a hurry, be- 
lieve me. But I tell you, the tem- 
perature is very low over the land. 
And it is low because you and I 
have been afraid to pay the price. 

My friends, I wonder today 
whether you and I haven’t assumed 
that because we were familiar with 
terms we are familiar with truths. 
Just because we have the shell 
doesn’t mean we have the kernel. 
We may handle money and never 
see what picture and what date is 
on it. We may handle the coinage 
of the Word of God and rarely ex- 
amine to see what image and su- 
perscription may be thereon. 


Well, you ask, how are you going 
to stir up the Christians today? 
A lot of us have been studying 
about that. Our Arminian friends 
used to tell them, “If you don’t 
get going for God, you will lose 
your salvation.” Some of us don’t 
believe that we will lose our sal- 
vation, but we need some kind of 
a prod today to get after some of 
our folks who are taking position- 
al truth so easy. They all rest in 
their position and are not doing 
much about their condition. I was

brought up in a Baptist church, 
but the Methodist church was not 
far away; and I thank God for it, 
because Methodism had a note that 
I needed and I have never lost it. 


I bless God for Methodism. — I 
discovered the other day that I 
was preaching to the daughter and 
granddaughter of Sam Jones down 
in Atlanta, in one of my services. 
They came up afterwards, and I 
had a happy talk with them. Old 
Sam Jones was a streak of fire in 
his day. The best thing ever said 
about the Methodists was said by 
a Methodist, so I can tell it. Sam 
Jones said he was going along one 
day with his little dog. He said 
that a big dog jumped out from 
the side of the road and started 
after the little dog, and down the 
road they ran. He said presently 
a great big dog jumped out and 
Started after the big dog and the 
big dog after the little dog—down 
the road they went with a trail of 
dust back of them. He said, “Now 
that middle dog is just like a 
Methodist. A Methodist has got to 
run like everything because he has 
Heaven in front of him and Hell 
behind him.” Although we don’t 
believe Hell is going to overtake 
us, if we belong to the Lord, I tell 
you, we need some kind of a prod 
to get some of the saints of God 
to traveling a little livelier today. 
Somebody said, “Tell them that 
they will lose their reward if they 
don’t get going.” What does the 
average Christian care about a re- 
ward, may I ask you? Most of 
them think of the judgment seat 
of Christ as a big rally day where 
they get their prizes and go off 
with them. I think we need some 
preaching on that phrase, “He 
shall suffer loss.””’ Now I know you 
have to watch there or you will be 
preaching a Protestant purgatory. 
I know that. But at the same 
time, my friends, I think some of 
us need some rousing today to get 
us going in practicing the things 
that we believe. I tell you what the 
issue is; it is this; and I shall have 
failed miserably here if I end any 
sermon without bringing you face 
to face with Jesus Christ. 


We need to face Jesus. As long 
as we talk about the need of a re- 
vival and the causes of revival and 
hindrances to revival—you can lec- 
ture about revivals for ten years 
and never have a revival. What is 
a revival? A revival is a bunch of 
Christians falling in love with Jesus 
all over again. That is what I 
read to you a moment ago, “You 
have left your first love.” You 
know the last word that Jesus ever 
gave the church was not the Great 
Commission. We always hear that. 
Although the Great Commission is 
our marching orders, the last mes- 
sage Jesus gave to the church was 
“Repent.” And that is the message 
of the glorified Christ today. Oh, 
the fact that we are in the last 
days was never meant to be a lul- 
laby to put us to sleep, but a rev- 
eille to wake us.up! Knowing 
that it is the last days, it is high 
time, as I also read, to wake out 
of sleep. When you see that, then 
you will know what to do. 
“Remember, Repent, Repeat” 

Take out with you tonight the 
three “R’s’”’ that the Lord Jesus 
gave here: Remember, repent and 
repeat. Remember—stir up the 
gift of God that is within you; stir 
up your pure mind by way of re- 
membrance; take stock of your- 
self, go over your life. As Mr. 
Finney used to say, “Take a piece 
of paper, put your sins down on it 
and you will be surprised at how 
much writing you may have to 
do.” 

How tong has it been since you 
have had a revival in your own 
heart? I am not talking about the 
church, How long has it been since 
you have had a revival? It is so 
easy to say, “Our church is having 
a revival.” Have you had one? 
How long has it been since you 
have had a going-over with God 
and an overhauling; since you 
checked up and took stock and 
spread out your life and said, 
“Holy Spirit, shine Thy light upon 
it. Show up all the nooks and cran- 
nies of my sinful heart. Search me 
and know my thoughts?” Remem- 
ber! 

And then repent. I like the way 
the Old Testament put it, “He that 
covereth his sins shall not pros- 
per; but who so confesseth and 
forsaketh them shall have mercy” 
(Prov. 28:13). Some people today 
confess their sins and they don’t 
give them up. They have a sort 


of sneaking intention to do it 
again. They feel comfortable about 
confessing it. “Whoso confesseth 


and forsaketh them shall have 
mercy.” 
And then repeat, Get back to 


testimony. Get back to prayer, Get 
back to the Bible. Get back to the 
things you started out to do and 
to be as a Christian. We are hav- 
ing a lot of revivals today but they 
are such polite little revivals. They 
are such harmless littl affairs. 
Nobody gets offended in them. 
The preaching of the Word of God 
will make people either sad, mad 
or glad, as a rule, But the trage- 
dy with preaching today is that 
too many people are going out of 
our churches neither sad, mad nor 
glad. They are just going out. It 
were better that they went out mad 
than that they just go out. Noth- 
ing is such a hindrance to the work 
of God as indifference. When Eli- 
jah stood on Carmel and said, “If 
Baal is the one, worship him. If 
God, follgw him,” do you remem- 
ber what the folks said? Why, 
they didn’t say anything. 

Dr. Andrew Blackwood was my 
partner in a. Bible Conference out 
in California two years ago. Dr. 
Blackwood said there were three 
groups of people that day. He 
said you could number two of 
them; there were the priests of 
Baal—you could tell how many 
there were of those fellows, tough 
as they were. That is at least one 
good things about them; you could 
number them, And then there 
were those who had not bowed the’ 
knee and they were numbered 
there. But he said the toughest 
crowd of all was that group that 
answered him not a word. “I don’t 
want to take a stand; don’t count 
me in on this; 1 want to be indif- 
ferent to the whole thing.” I 
would rather contend with the 
priests of Baal anytime. The hard- 
est people today are the great 
mass of- American people who are 
non-committal—“Don’t count me 
in. I am not interested.” So let’s 
take our stand. 


Revival or Removal 

These three “R’s” spell revival, 
but there is one other “R” and 
don’t you forget it. Jesus said, 
“Do this or else I will remove.” It 
is revival or removal. God will 
remove us out of our place of use. 
He will take you out of your place 
of usefulness. He will take a 
church out of its place of useful- 
ness unless it remembers and re- 
pents and repeats. Are you will- 
ing to confess your need before 
God? Sometime before I die I 
hope somebody will come to me in 
one church; (I hope they break the 
news gently because my constitu- 
tion might not stand it if they said 
it all of a sudden) but I hope 
somebody will come to me in some 
church and say this ,“Brother Hav- 
ner, there is a lot wrong in our 
church and I am one of the main 
troubles.” Plenty of them say the 
first half of it, but I haven’t had 
many to add the second half. 
Whenever people talk that way, 
you will have a revival. 

Why do we want a revival, if we 
do? Do we want a revival for the 
sake of our reputation? Some- 
times traveling preachers want a 
revival because it will make them 
look like successful preachers. 
Sometimes churches want revivals 
so they will have a lot more mem- 
bers. Sometimes people want their 
loved ones saved just so they will 
be easier to live with. And all that 
is selfish. Why do you want a re- 
vival? There is only one Scrip- 
tural reason for wanting a revival 
and that is for the glory of God. 
Don’t you remember what Joel said, 
“Wherefore should the people say, 
Where is there God?” The thing 
that grieves my soul today is that 
the world is going by our churches 
and saying, “Ah, they haven’t got 
anything. Where is their God?”’ 

The other day an Englishman in 
a ministers’ meeting was asked, 
“What is the attitude of England 
toward the church?” He _ said, 
“England is not hostile to the 
church; England is just by-pass- 
ing the church.” And they are by- 
passing it in America, They are 
going by saying, “You haven't got 
anything.” And we don’t have any- 
thing much. We have it potential- 
ly, but we don’t have it practical- 
ly, and powerfully, and personally. 
And God help us to check up on 
ourselves first of all. 

Why do we want a revival? Now 
my friends, I am the weakest 
preacher that ever started out to 
preach and if anybody comes to

have bélongs to God. Not one- 
tenth or two-tenths, or  nine- 
tenths, but ten-tenths—every bit 


of it belongs to God. I believe 
that the billfold thatt he money 
is in belongs to. God. I believe 
that the pants that the billfold is 
in belongs to God. I believe that 
the man who is in the pants be- 
longs to God. I want you to see 
that you are redeemed. You are 
bought with a price. “Therefore 
glorify God in your body, and in 
your spirit, which are God's.” If 
you are a Christian, thig ought to 
be the joy of your soul: “God 
loved me enough and cared for 
me enough that He bought me 
with the precious blood of Christ, 
and I belong to Him. I am dear 
to Him.” 


A lady came to me yesterday in 
deep distress about some problems 
and burdens and I said to her, 
“Don't you remember Romans 
8:32 which says, ‘He that spared 
not his own Son, but delivered 
him up for us all, how shall he not 
with him also freely give us all 
things?’” You see, if God loved 
you enough to purchase you, to re- 
deem you, to buy you to Himself, 
then you are dear to His heart 
and He wants you. 

I can remember the first auto- 
mobile that I bought. It was only 
a two-door Ford sedan. I had had 
a secondhand jalopy and then I 
bought this new Ford. I was so 
proud of it! How shocked I was 
when a fellow, a deacon in the 
church who rode with me, wanted 
to light his cigar and scratched a 
match on the finish of the car! It 
certainly did go against the grain,

because it was my car. 
bought it! 


Remember that you are dear to 
the Father and that you were 
bought with the precious blood of 
Christ. He wants you and is go- 
ing to take care of you. You be- 
long to Him; you are redeemed. 

To any lost person who is listen- 
ing in today let me ask: do you 
know,-dear friend, that Jesus 
Christ has bought you and has a 
claim on you? You were sold in- 
to sin. Your destiny and doom 
were to be away from God for- 
ever, but God says, “He is dear 
tc me.” It is a strange thing 
that people are dear to God who 
are not dear much to anybody else. 

I get tragic stories all the 
time. A man has deserted his 
wife and she and the little chil- 
dren are left desolate, or a woman 
has left her husband. I had a 
letter yesterday from a man, a 
returning soldier, taken down with 
T. B., whose wife had said, “I hope 
you die. I do not want you to 
come back. You will not give 
me a divorce.” And she will not 
let the children come to see him. 
Well, have people forsaken you? 
Do people despise you? Are you 
counted no account and does no- 
body care for you? I want you 
to know that you are dear to the 
Lord. You were dear to the Lord 
Jesus, so dear that He gave His 
blood for you. You are dear to 
the Father who allowed His Son

to come and suffer and die. You 
are redeemed! You are not re- 
deemed with silver and_ gold. 


Those things could not buy you. 
You are not bought with the

Second, consider the tact that 
you are redeemed by the blood, by 
the grecious blood of Christ. There 
is » story back of this. Why 
did Jesus have to die? The rea- 
gon is that it takes a life to pay 
for a life. You who are sinners, 
you who have never been con- 
verted are still under the burden 
and the curse that fell on Adam 
and all the World. You were born 
in this world with a nature to 
gin. You say, “I am not a sin- 
ner.”’ Well, isn’t it a strange thing 
that you make New Year's resolu- 
tions, then? You have already 
done ail you ought to do. .No you 
did not, and you know it. You 
have said things you ought not 
to have said. You have done 
things that you ought not to have 
done. You have a self-will that 
goes on without God. You have 
a wicked heart. You have missed 
God’s plan. You have broken the 
commandments of God. You 
have not sought God- with all of 
your heart, as the Bible com- 
mands. You have not loved your 
neighbor as yourself, as the Scrip- 
ture commands, 

Somebody hears me and says, 
“I haven't killed anybody. |! 
haven't murdered anybody.” Well, 
remember that I John 3:15 says: 
“Whosoever hateth his brother is 
a murderer: and ye know that no 
murderer hath eternal life abiding 
in him.” So if you have ever 
hated anybody, you are a poor, 
Hell-bound sinner with the curse 
of murder on you, unless you get 
born again by the precious blood 
ef Christ. 

Somebody says, “I haven’t com- 
mitted adultery. I have lived a 
pure, clean life.” But Jesus said. 
“whosoever looketh on a woman 
to lust after her hath committed 
adultery with her already in his 


heart.” You say, “I havn't taken 
that which was not mine. I 
haven’t stolen.” But I remind 


you that the Ten Commandments. 
the command of God, says, “Thou 
shalt not covet thy  neighbor’s 
house, thoy shalt not covet thy 
neighbour's wife, nor his manser- 
vant, nor his maidservant, nor 
his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing 
that is thy neighbour's.” You 
gee, God looks on the heart, It is 
in the heart that people are sin- 
ners, 

It is not because you have done 
this or that that you are a sinner. 
You did wicked things because 
you were a sinner already. Sin- 


ning did not make you a sinner. 


You were already a sinner, and 
that is the reason that you have 
sinned and grieved God. 

So you needed to be bought, 
you needed to be redeemed. You 
needed God to forgive you. You

“The heart is deceitful above ail 
things, and desperately wicked: 
who can know it?” You are a 
sinner, and it took the precious 
blood of Jesus Christ to buy you 
back, ‘ 


You remember that in Leviticus 
we are told, “the life of the flesh 
is in the blood” (Lev. 17:11). 
anat us the reason when a lamp 
was sacrificed, picturing the com- 
ing Saviour, the blood had to be 
poured out. It was the blood that 
was given symbolically for an 
atonement. It was the blood of 
the passovér lamb that was smit- 
ten on the lintel above the door 
and on the two doorposts that the 
death angel might pass by and 
the first born might not be slain. 
God used the blood as the type of 
the precious blood of Christ that 
would’ come. You see, it took 
blood because it took the life on 
Christ to pay for your life and 
make it so you could have for- 
giveness. Why, this matter of re- 
demption is really an old story. 

Somebody says, “I cannot be- 
lieve that one suffered for an- 
other.” Is that so? I wonder if 
you ever had a mother? Did you 
pay her for everything she did? 
I wonder, did you? Did you every 
morning pay her for the bed you 
slept in? And then did you pay 


Did you pay her for all the little 
clothes that she washed, and all 
the dirty faces she vashed, and 
all the little noses that she helped 
you to blow and all the kisses she 
gave you when you bumped your 
head and all the other daily care? 
l wonder if anybody who hears me 
would have the presumption and 
the brass and the effrontery to 
say that you paid your mother for 
all she ever did for you? Well, 
then you do get a good many 
things by grace, don’t you? You 
do get some things you can’t pay 
for, don’t you? It must be true, 
then, that one can suffer for an- 
other, don’t you think so? § I 
have known a father whose boy 
went into sin and the father mort- 
gaged his farm to pay the bad 
checks that the boy wrote to keep 
him out of the penitentiary. I 
have known, oh how many, many 
times, a man who went on in sin 
and his wife held on to God and 
loved him and prayed for him and 
worked and slaved and washed 
clothes to make a little bit of 
money to buy food for their chil- 
dren while she held on, trying to 
redeem that man. Why, it is not 
unusual for one who loves another 
to suffer for that one. And so 
Christ who loved us so, suffered 
for you, and you are redeemed by 
the precious blood. I like that 
term. Let’s consider it for a mo- 
ment: the precious blood of Christ. 

You know, there has been blood 
down through the ages. There 
was the blood of the passover 
lamb. If the Jews had, perhaps, 
250,000 lambs, a quarter of a mil- 
lion, passover lambs slain every 
year, one for every large family, 
or for two families if they were 
small, that would mean for fifteen 
hundred years 375 million lambs, 
just the passover lambs alone. 
That is one lamb to a family a 
year. But you remember that the 
firstling of the flock was to come 
and one out of every ten lambs 
belonged to God, besides. And 
then there were the bullocks and 
the red heifer, the pigeons, turtle 
doves and scapegoats. All these 
were simply God’s warning that 
men could never be saved without 
blood, 


But what blood? Not the blood 
of bulls and goats. These did not 
save anybody. These were object 
lessons. These were only sermons 
for the sight. These were only 
tokens to speak to men’s minds. 
The blood of a goat could not save 
a man, The blood of a bullock 
could not save a man. All these 
were pictures. The bullock pic- 
tured that Christ was the burden- 
bearing Saviour that would come. 
The scapegoat Christ as the One 
who would take away our sins 
from the face of God in His own 
death and in His own body. And 
so it was that the turtle dove pic- 
tured the mourning Saviour, the 
Man of Sorrows. The pure white 
pigeons pictured Christ, the pure 
One, the stainless One, the im- 


maculate One, the One whom no 


cash for the meals that you ate?. 


one could convince of sin. The 
lamb pictured the innocent and 
defenseless One, He who went like 
a sheep to the slaughter and as a 
lamb before his shearers is dumb. 

I say, all these pointed to Jesus, 
the Saviour. All the rivers of 
blood of.the Old Testament never 
saved a soul, never gave peace to 
a conscience, never made anybody 
fit for Heaven. They were only 
object lessons. They pointed to 
the Saviour. That is the reason 
the Scripture says that the law is 
a schoolmaster to bring us _ to 
Christ, the moral law a school- 
master to show men they are sin- 
ners, and the ceremonial law a 
schoolmaster.to show that the 
blood can save. So, then, you see 
the blood of these could not save. 
What blood could? [I'll tell you. 
the precious blood of Christ. 

I can imagine a high priest goes 
in on the day of atonement, 
through the veil into the most holy 
place, there where no one has come 
to disturb it these 365 days since 
last year. And the blood of a lamb, 
a perfect lamb, a male lamb of the 
first year without blemish, is tak- 
en in a basin. The priest in his 
holy garments of beauty and holi- 
ness with the fringe, pomegran- 
ates and golden bells all the way 
around the bottom of his garment; 
with his ephod of blue and the cur- 
ious girdle and the breastplate, 
with the twelve stones engraved 
with the twelve names of the 
'tribes of Israel attached with gol- 
‘den chains to the ouches upon 
his shoulders; and with the mitre 
on his head, the mark of his high 
priesthood, takes the basin ol 
blood; and on his arm there is the 
censer pot with the incense rising 
up. Someone helps him and he 
raises a corner of that heavy veil 
and slips inside. In the unearthly 
glow of the shekinah glory in the 
holy place 1 can imagine that as 
he comes to sprinkle the blood he 
seys, “There is the dry blood Il 
sprinkled last year. Under that is 
the dry blood of the lamb slain 
the year before. This blood can- 
not take away sin. It takes other 
blood.” And so he looks forward 
to the coming of the Saviour. Oh, 
it was not the blood of lambs, not 
the blood of bulls, not the blood of 
goats, but the blood of Jesus 
Christ that at long last paid for 
man’s sins! Let me tell you a lit- 
tle story. 


A Blood Transfusion 

In Dallas, Texas, one day the 
telephone rang. I answered and 
a woman’s voice said, “Oh, Brother 
Pastor, I am in such trouble!” 

I said, “What is it, Mrs. Hun- 
ter?” 

She said, “Little Jackie (Jackie 
Was six years old) has been in the 
hospital with pneumonia and the 
doctor says the pneumonia 
whipped now and his lungs have 
cleared up, but the little body is 
so frail and his blood is so worn 
and thin that he cannot get well 
without a blood transfusion. Il 
have a new baby and they wil 
not let me give a transfusion. We 
do not know where to turn, What 
will we do?” 

I said, “Don’t fret about it. 
Leave it .o me and I will see what 
I can do.” 

She said, “Oh, if you will!’’ 

I said, “Sure, we'll get some 
help.”

I called some friends and they 
said they could not come, I called 
some firemen, members of the 
church, who often gave blood 
transfusions. They said, ‘““The coun- 
cil has forbidden us to do it any 
more.” 

So I calted in my own office 
force, two or three or four, I re- 
member, and said, “What about 
it?” Miss Lola Bradshaw agreed 
to go. And Lillian Smith agreed 
and one other. We went then to 
have a blood test. They put a hypo- 
dermic syringe needle into our 
arms and took a little blood out of 
our veins inside the left elbow and 
put it into separate test tubes. I 
said, “If you need my blood you 
must decide soon. [I must drive 
eighty miles to Bridgeport, Texas, 
to preach tonight.” 

I had hardly gotten up from the 
luncheon table when they phoned 
me and said, “We are ready. The 
operating room is all ready.” I 
rushed to the hospital, took off my 
shirt, and lay down on an oper- 
ating table. They had already 
rolled in little Jackie Hunter. 
When the nurse began to wash 


with alcohol the part of his arm 
where the needle would go in, he 
began to cry and say, “Mama, 
what are they doing; make them 
stop!” 

His mother said, “Honey—wait 
a minute nurse. Honey, don’t cry. 
I'll tell you what: your blood is 
thin and weak and the doctor says 
if you have a blood transfusion 
you could get well. We _ tried 
Mother’s blood and it wouldn't 
do. We tried Daddy’s blood and it 
wasn’t right. Miss Lola’s blood 
wouldn’t do and Miss _ Lillian 
Smith’s blood wouldn’t do. No- 
body’s blood would do but Brother 
Rice’s, and he said he would give 
you some of his blood. They will 
put the needle in his arm and some 
of the blood will flow out through 
the tubing and they will measure 
it and put it in yourarm, And you 
will get well. Now be a man and 
don’t break Mother's heart.” And 
the little fellow just straightened 
up. So my arm was bound and 
the needle was inserted. 

The nurse said, ‘“‘We’re ready.” 
One of the doctors was holding 
the little fellow’s pulse. The 
nurse was watching and after a 
little bit she said, “That is twenty 
cubic centimeters, Doctor.” And 
it was recorded by the other nurse. 


A little later she said, ‘That’s 
twenty cubic centimeters.” Again 
a little later she said, ““That’s 


twenty cubic centimeters.” 
The other nurse said, “Look at 


his hips; they are getting back 
their normal color. His cheeks 
are getting rosy again. They 


were so pale before.” 

The doctor said, “Yes, and you 
should feel his pulse. It is com- 
ing back strong. The little fellow 
is going to live. He is going to 
get well and strong.” 

The nurse said, ““Twenty centi- 
meters more, Doctor.” Finally 
she said, “That makes two hun- 
dred cubic centimeters,” 


The doctor said, “That is about 
right. I think that is enough.” 
So they withdrew the needle and 
drained the blood from the tub- 
ing. Then they put a little bit of 
cotton on and taped it on my arm. 
Then they fixed the little fellow. 
The mother said, “Dont forget 
Jackie; you must thank Brother 
Rice.” 

They got everything ready and 
I started to go. The doctor said, 
“Wait, young fellow. Get a glass 
of warm milk and lie here for a 
little bit. You are weaker than 
you suppose you are.” 


And then the little fellow was 
rolled out. As they rolled-him out 
in the hallway he turned and wav- 
ed back at me as he said, “Good- 
by, Brother Rice. You are wel- 
come!” 

As they rolled him on down the 
hall I got my shirt on and got 
ready to leave for Bridgeport 
where I was to preach that night. 
As I drove the eighty.miles I felt 
I could not preach about anything 
but the blood. Oh, the precious 
blood of Christ! No other blood 
would do-—not the blood of bulls, 
nor heifers; not the blood of 
scapegoats, nor pigeons, nor tur- 
tle doves. Only the blood of Jesus 
Christ, the precious blood, would 
do! Thanks be to God we are 
bought with the precious blood! 

Now you say, “How may I have 
it?” The Scripture tells you right 
here. The Scripture says, “Who 
by him do believe in God, that 
raised him up from the dead.” Do 
you believe that God raised Jesus 
from the dead? Well are you 
willing to risk Him, then, and 
trust Him to be your Saviour, and 
take Him for yours? He wil] take 
you and save you today if you wiil 
put your trust in Him. 

“But,” you say, “Brother Rice, 
I understand you must be born 
again.” Yes, but that is God’s 
end, not yours. And the Scrip- 
ture continues in verse 23, “Being 
born again, not of corruptible seed, 
but of incorruptible, by the word 
of God, which liveth and abideth 
for ever.” Oh, yes the Lord is 
ready. Will you say today, “I 
want to be born again. I want to 
be redeemed by the blood. I want 
to be saved and made God’s own 
today.” Then why don’t you trust 
the Saviour, risk Him now, depend 
upon Him now, turn to Jesus and 
give Him your heart? As you 
trust Him, you, too, can say, “I’m 
saved by the precious blood of 
Christ!” 
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have not an high priest which can- 
not be touched with the feeling of 
our infirmities; but was in all 
points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin.” 


There have been many good 
men in the world, but none have 
been perfect like Jesus. Every 
man that ever lived has sinned. 
Al] the saints in glory have sin- 
ned. But there was no sin in 
Jesus. Sin separates from God, 
but Jesus had unbroken fellow- 
ship with the Father because He 
did no sin. No man could ever say 
that Jesus spoke, thought or acted 
sinfully. We must bow with Pi- 
late before Jesus’ matchless life 
and say, “I find no fault in this 
man.” 

(3) He performed unheard-of 
miracles. The Bible records thirty- 
five miracles which Jesus perform- 
ed. He gave sight to the blind. 
He gave a new body to the cripple. 
He gave life to the dead. Nico- 
demus said one night, “No man 
ean do these miracles that thou 
doest, except God be with him.” 
Nicodemus was right; this Man 
was a divine Person. The world 
has seen many magicians, but 
none who could perform the mir- 
acles which Jesus performed. 


While Christ was preaching one 
day @ man was let down in His 
presence from the roof-top. Jesus 
said to the man, “Thy sins be for- 
given thee.” Immediately the Pha- 
risees began to murmur, saying, 
“Who can forgive sins, but God 
alone ?”’ For once they were right, 
but in order to show that He was 
God, Christ said, ‘Son, not only are 
thy sins forgiven thee, but now you 
can rise up ang walk.’ No one can 
forgive sin but God and Jesus for- 
gave sin; therefore He is God. 


(4) He claimed to merit first 
place in the lives of men. He gave 
men to understand that if they 
followed Him they must forsake 
all and love Him above all. He 
told them that He should be the 


walk of life. No mere man can 
lay claim to-all of man’s loyalty 
in this way, but Christ was worthy 
of all hohor and all praise and all 
loyalty for He was the divine Son 
of God. 

(5) He claimed to be the Judge 
of the world. This great function 
cannot be claimed by anyone 
other than God. God has three 
mighty functions; that of. crea- 
that of preservation, and 


first and the foremost:in every 


serves, He forgives sin, He raises 
the dead, He transforms bodies, He 
pronounces judgment, and He be- 
Stows eternal life. 


4. Christ received the same wor- 
ship, faith and loyalty which was 
due to God alone. He taught that 
men should worship God anly, yet 
He accepted this worship for Him- 
self. In the book of Revelation we 
see the redeemed hosts of Heaven 
worshipping the Lamb even as 
they worshipped the Father. We 
read in Hebrews 1:6—‘“Let all the 
angels of “God worship him” and 
the writer is speaking of Jesus. 
Surely one who merits the worship 
of angels and men is God him- 
self.

“My Dear Brother Rice: 


“The August 16 issue of the 
SWORD is before me. I have just 
finished your article on’ Youth for 
Christ. And I am deeply grateful 
for it. I believe you have expressed 
the mind of the Spirit in these 
matters. The factor that long 
caused me to hesitate in associ- 
ating with Youth for Christ when 
in the States was the large place 
it gave to light-hearted frolic in 
its program, There is a difference 
between jocularity and Christian 
joy. There is a difference between 
religion set to ragtime and Chris- 
tian radiance. We need to release 
upon our YFC rallies ail the 
Spirit-produced joy and radiance 
which. intimate fellowship with 
Christ can cause to shine through 
our lives! But we will never move 
young people toward Calvary by 
any attempt to masquerade with 
merriment the gospel of a bleed- 
ing, broken-hearted Saviour. Il 
love Youth for Christ, Brother 
Rice, and my prayer is that it 
may not be spoiled through sud- 
den success, but rather that it 
may conform itself more and more 
to the heart and nature of the Son 
of God, 

“It seems to me that some of 
the finest Youth for Christ lead- 
ers in attempting to analyze the 
movement have confused that 
which is essential with that which 
is incidental. Certain incidentals 
have thus been given a place in 
promotional literature which they 
do not deserve, and which often 
has been hurtful to the move- 
ment. I believe it is this which 
has been responsible for the mirni- 
mizing of the preaching of the 
Word and the magnifying of the 
aspect of the program which you 
eall ‘sanctified frolic.’ (if such a 
marriage of words is not a mis- 
nomer.) Most of us who have any 
part in YFC work genuinely and 
ardently love the Word of God. 
How, then, without serious mis- 
take, can we fail to give God's 
Word that grand place of suprem- 
acy it has universally enjoyed in 
Spirit-produced revivals? It seems 
the fact need only to stated to be 
accepted. 

“In no other revival movement 
I have ever read of, from Old 
Testament times until the pres- 
ent, has there been recorded any 
parallel to the emphasis on: merri- 
ment which characterizes many 
Youth for Christ programs. This 
in itself should be a warning te us. 
Let us beware lest that which is 
incidental, and of questionable 
value, be mistakenly counted up- 
en as essential in our praying 
and planning. Let us never for- 
get that if souls are being saved 
through Youth for Christ, it is 
mot because the audience has en- 
joyed seeing one or more persons 
make themselves mildly ridiculous 
in some way; rather, it ig be- 
eause someone, alt out of sight, 
perhaps, is agonizing, bleeding, 
dying, pouring his heart's blood 
into travailing prayer in the long 


watches of lonely nights. Souls 
have never been loosed from the 


fetters of Hell in any other way.} 


The strong man, Satan, has his 
captives well bound and we will 
never set them free until we ex- 
perience something of the burd- 
ened intercession and _ bloody 
sweat and broken heart of the 
Man of Sorrows. 


“There may be real merit in a 
shorter-than-average meeting, so 
announced, to attract relatively 
indifferent or impatient people; 
but would it not be possible al- 
ways to so proportion things as 
to give at least one half the total 
meeting time to preaching? If 
the meeting is one hour, let the 
speaker have half of it; if the 
people are expected to sit through 
a two hour meeting, let the speak- 
er have an hour for his message 
and invitation. To me it Seems 
that to do less is to insult the 
intelligence of the audience, the 
ability of the speaker, to wrongly 
restrict the place preaching has 
had in all the great revivals, and 
to grieve God. 


“I- am only one of the little 
fellows in Youth for Christ work, 
but I earnestly thank God for 
what He is doing through the 
movement here in Buenos Aijres. 
We have sought from the first to 
carefully keep within the basic 
pattern of YFC. But the fun and 
frolic angle has no part in our 
rally. We sing joyful, radiant 
choruses because the Lord has 
put a new song in our mouths. 
We move with glad vitality be- 
cause the Lord ‘has changed for 
us our mourning into dancing. 
But each part of the rally has 
one aim—souls, Every song, 
every testimony, every contribu- 
tion must point at souls. 


“T can not yield to what I might 
call the bait and hook philosophy, 
that is, that we announce some 
feature of our program as a ‘bait’ 
to attract young people with the 
hope that in some other part of 
the program we will get the gos- 
pel ‘hook’ into them. To me this 
idea is wrong and dangerous. Nor 
can I find any such combination 
in the Bible, either in practice, or 
in principle. And here in Buenos 
Aires I do praise God that rally 
after rally sees young people 
coming to Christ. Some come 
with tears. And who will say those 
tears do not correspond to other 
tears freely shed in our Youth 
for Christ prayer meetings where 
strong cryings for souls go up to 
God? Oh, I do thank God for the 
Youth for Christ movement! We 
are seeing done in this city what 
many men said could not be done. 
We are crying to God that He will 
turn these small beginnings into 
a Holy Ghost empowered revival 
that will shake the forces of 
wickedness here and release a host 
of souls. Oh, that God may crush 
and pulverize the pride of us who 
have any place of leadership and 
keep us in the dust! O God, give 
us the vision of Thyself that Job 
had (chapter 42) and that Isaiah 
had (chapter 6) and that Daniel 
had (chapter 7) and that John 
had (Rev. 1)! 


“I tremble to read YFC adver- 
tising featuring the magnetic 
personalities and scintillating wit 
and muscular prowess of its 
leaders with what seems to be 
the implication that God is mighty 
lucky to find chaps with such 
fine potentialities willing to serve 
Him.- Oh, the pity of it all! Dare 
we say the Spirit of God is not 
grieved? Can we do less than 
marvel more deeply at the conde- 
scending grace of God who in 
spite of these insults still does use 
us in the matchless work of win- 
ning souls? 

“Oh, Dr. Rice, may we YFC 
workers dare to be great in honor- 
ing God! Let us burn every bridge 
of flesh and risk all for success 
or failure on the all-mightiness of 
our God. We must still melt stony 
hearts by the passion of our 
tears before God, Let us dare to 
have YFC nights of prayer. Let 
us bathe our pillows with tears. 
Let us fast from food and fun 
and labor long at the mercy seat. 
And God will hear. And God will 
answer. And our Lord Jesus shall 
yet see through Youth for Christ 
fruit from the travail of His soul 
and shall be satisfied.

He sent His Son to die on the 
cross to save him. 


Jesus passed through Jericho. 
The crowds followed Him down the 
street. There lived in Jericho a 
man named Zaccheus. He was 
chief of the publicans. This means 
that he was a ringleader of a polit- 
ical organization. He was also a 
successful business man. He was 
rich. Zaccheus may have had 
great mentality and he evidently 
was a man of energy and initia- 
tive. But he was a man of small 
stature. He was, therefore, on this 
occasion when the streets were 
crowded, a handicapped man, It is 
not always a handicap to be of 
small stature, but that kind of man 
cannot see over the heads of a 
crowd on the street. Zaccheus won- 
dered whom the crowd was follow- 
ing. He was interested in what 
was going on. He was determined 
to know who was attracting the 
crowd so he ran before and 
Glimbed up into a sycamore tree 
to see who it was.

This is the story. The man who 
had the poorest chance to see 
Jesus had the best view of Him 
as He passed down the street. He 
had a grandstand seat on the limb 
of a tree. The man who had the 
poorest chance to come in touch 
with Jesus, before the day closed 
was entertaining the Lord in his 
home for a meal. This is the prac- 
tical lesson, A handicap may and 
often does become a great blessing. 
Every human being is handicapped 
in some way. Some of us have 
poor digestion. Some have weak 
bodies. Some have poor memories 
and all of us have something that 
hinders us in the accomplishmeént 
of the things we feel that we want 
to do or that we should do. We 
tell our students in Bob Jones Col- 
lege to make stepping stones out 
of their stumPling stones. Paul 
was evidently a handicapped man. 
He may have had poor eyes. He 
certainly had some thorn in the 
flesh. Paul, like all the rest of us 
wanted to get rid of his handicap 
but the Lord told him that divine 
grace would be sufficient even 
though he did have a handicap. 
Any of us can do anything that 
God wants us to do regardless of 
our handicaps. 

> > * 

We do not get rid of handicaps 
by denying that we have them. 
Some people with an inferiority 
complex do not wish to admit that 
they have an inferiority complex, 
so they begin to build up their ego 
and often they become egomani- 
acs. This is not the right course 
to follow. We should all sit down 
and say to ourselves, “Well, some 
people can do some things I cannot 
do. I cannot sing and some folks 
can. I cannot preach with the elo- 
quence that some men have. I can- 
not go to the foreign mission field 
as a Missionary as some have done. 
There are many things I cannot 
do that I really think it would be 
wonderful if I could do them. But 
I can do what God wants me to 
do under the circumstances that 
surround me in this world. I, there, 
fore, by the grace of God, will do 
what I believe God wants me to do 
under the circumstances. If nec- 
essary to run down an alley and 
get by the crowd and climb a tree 
and be laughed at by other folks 
because I have more enthusiasm 
than they have, I will do the run- 
ning and I will climb the tree. I 
will by the grace of God do what 
I believe He wants me to do, re- 
gardiess of what men may think or 
say.” This does not mean that we 
will be unreasonable or that we 
will not use good sense. The writer 
has always followed the rule of not 
doing what he thinks maybe he 
should do about certain things un- 
less he can “sell” his idea to prac- 
tical, spiritual men and women. 
Some people sometimes make the 
mistake of thinking what they 
want to do is what God wants 
them to do. We should be sensible.
